morning consists of more detailed ac- 
counts of the battles already reported. 
A correspondent who visited the hos- 
pital at 
Lady&mith, where the Boers 


wounded at Elairdslaagte, who were cap- 
tured, are being attended, reports that 
General Jan Kock, who was badly 
wounded in the thigh and shoulder, said 
that the advance of the patrol under 
Commandant Pienar, without guns, was 
simply with the object of cutting the 
railway, and that this body was subse- 
quently reinforced! without General Jou- 
bert's orders, General Viljoen accom- 
panying them. The latter wag killed 
early in the Qght, 


According to another correspondent, 


the Boers say that General Kock, during 
the battle, read his Bible and prayed for 
victory. His brother, two sons and a 
ne-phew were all wounded and taken 
prisoners. Colonel Sxihiel of the Ger- 
man corps and Commandant Pretorius 
were both severely wounded. Many 
prominent Boers are not yet accounted 
for. 
Philip Kock says tlhe Boers suffered 


most from "soldiers in little cloths, half 
men and half women," aieaning the Gor- 
don Highlanders, and in the" charge of 
the Fifth lancers. They say also that 
the two quiclc-tiring guns captured by 
the Devonshire regiment are those that 
were taken from the Jameson raiders. 


Colonel Schiel assured a correspondent 


that nothing could stand against the ac- 
curacy of the British field guns, which 
repeatedly drove the Transvaal gunners 
from their embrasures. The British in- 
fantry fire was also, he said, a complete 
surprise to the Boers, who were confi- 
dent of their ability to master any in- 
fantry attack. 


One Elandslaagte correspondent ex- 


presses the belief that the British killed 
fewer Boers than might have been ex- 
pected considering the heavy fire of the 
British artillery. 


The bullet of the Boer mauser, it ap- 


pears, makes a. clean, healthy wound1 
where it passes out. No operations for 
extraction have been necessary at the 
Ladysmith hospital. 


With regard to the western frontier, it 


is reported that President Steyn recently 
visited a force of 2000 Boers encamped 
10 miles south of Kiffiberley: 


The war is having its natural effect in 


Cape Colony. Eveirythmg is at famine 
prices and horseflesh is at a tremendous 
premium. 


A Dutch circular is being secretly cir- 


culated in the Kurghersdorp, appealing- 
to the Dutch to stand shoulder to shoul- 
der against "the tyrant who never keeps 
faith." 


Martial law has been proclaimed 


throughout Natal, - A transport has 
arrived at Durban with a battalion of 
the rifle brigade. 


A Cape Town dispatch says that the 


transport Zayathla, whose voyage from 
Liverpool was delayed bj difficulties 
with her machinery, has arrived with a 
battery and a half of field artillery. Her 
sister transpof-t, *\ith an equal force, 
which has been similarly delayed, is 
daily expected. 


General White, according to a dis- 


patch from Cape Town to The Daily 
Mail, will attack the Orange Free State 
forces in Natal as soon as General Yule's 
men have rested. 
Strong- British rein- 


forcements are being sent up from the 
Cape. 


Apart from the fatigue, regiments HKB 


the Gordon Highlanders and Royal Ri- 
fles have been practically without offi- 
cers since the fight, and one hundred and 
thirty-five additional officers have been 
ordered to leave England as speedily as 
possible. The Boer side of the fighting 
in Natal Is beginning to filter through 
the cable from Pretoria. The Boers ad- 
mit reverses at Blandslaagte and Glen- 
coe, 
clajming, however, subsequent oc- 


cupation of Natal as far south as Lady- 
smith, which they are now investing. 
Ten truck loads of British prisoners, 
they say, are held in Pretoria, among 
them are nine officers of the Eighteenth 
Hussars and the Dublin Fusiliers, ta- 
ken at Glencoe. 


Various rumors of European interven- 


tion in Africa or encroachments In Asia 
continue to be set afloat; but they are 
probably ill-founded. Germany at all 
events is friendly and if any menace 
exists it is from Russia. A part cf the 
missing Hussars have reached Lady- 
smith. The British war office states the 
British casualties to date to be about 
600. 


Sailors' Awful Suffering. 


Christiania, Oct. 27.—Details of the 


foun-derlng of the steamer Zurich have 
reached! here. It appears that, when her 
fate was evident, the crew constructed 
two rafts. The captain, three engineers, 
the second mate and four negroes, with 
two dogs, went with the first, and tJw 
mate, boatswain, stoker, one white sea- 
man and five blacks with the second. 
Neither raft was supplied with food or 
water, and both were buffeted by the 
waves far four days, the crews starv- 
ing. 
The first raft was picked up n«ar 


the Bigten islands on Oct. 24, with only 
the captain alive. The second was 
washed ashore the following day, bear- 
ing no trace of humanity except the 
corpse of a negro.

General Yule's column had a very ex- 


hausting march, chiefly, it is believed, 
by night. The reason for a night march 
Is not given, but it was probably a fear 
of Boer surprises. 
The heavy rains and 


mist hampered the march, but were per- 
haps the means of saving General Yule 
from molestation. It took the column 
24 hours to cover the last 16 miles.

Rossiter are appointed executors, to- 
gether with Reginald) C., who may 
qualify as soon as he becomes of age; 
and it is provided that no commission 
or Compensation shall be paid to any 
executor or trustee for service as such 
except that in case all the executors die 
or decline to act, a trust company is ap- 
pointed instead, free from such restric- 
tion. The trust company finally desig- 
nated) isi the United1 States Trust com- 
pany, and is named in the first codicil to 
the will. 


The executors are empowered to agree 


upon a. division or partition'andto make 
a settlement, compromise and agree- 
ment of any unsettled portion of the 
estate of the testator's father. 


The will is witnessed by the late Henry 


H. Anderson, who was Mr. Vanderbilt's 
legal adviser, and also by J. Carstensen 
of New Tork city and G. S, Prince of 
Yonkers, N. T. 


Senator Depew also gave out the fol- 


lowing statement regarding the action 
of Alfred Vanderbilt: 


"When Alfred Vanderbilt returned he 


decided from brotherly affection and for 
family harmony to take out of his own 
inheritance and give to his brother, 
Cornelius, a sum sufficient to make the 
fortune of Cornelius the same as that o£ 
his brothers fend sisters. This has been 
accepted by Cornelius in the same spirit 


'"This action was altogether volun- 


tary," said Senator Depew, "no threats 
.having been madie. Of course there 
might have been a contest under the 
terms of the will, but there never was a 
suggestion of one. The whole thing was 
done in a most beautiful, brotherly way." 


The entire fortune is estimated to be 


about $70,000,000. When some surprise 
was expressed at the smallness of the 
amount. Senator Depew said it was not 
.strange when it is remembered that Mr. 
Vanderbilt had been giving away per- 
haps half of his income for the last 25 
years. 


The exact amount of the fortune that 


is divided will not be known until it is 
appraised by the state officials.

schedule of the numerous Vanderbilt 
holdings of shares of stock is contained 
In the will. 


The inheritance tax it is estimated by 


good authorities will amount to at least 
$1,500,000. 


Senator Deipew said that this was the 


only will of Mr. Vanderbilt in existence.

ARIS, Oct. 7.—There is no prettier 
sight to be seen in Paris than in 
the morning when the nursemaids 


and their charges throng the avenues 
of theBois de Boulogne, the shady walks 
of the Jardin des Plantes, the BotanicM 
gardens and other of the pretty public 
parks. The children are on foot, in 
small wicker carriages, wheel chairs, or 
driving about in daintily appointed 
donkey carriages. These are the fash- 
. ion in England, I am told, because a 
donkey carriage is the favorite form of 
locomotion for the little York children, 
both the little princes being very proud 
of their spirited charger and their 
ability to guide him about, while their 
mother feels much more at her ease 
when she knows that they are com- 
fortable in their little carriage and not 
being jostled about by the crowds which 
gather whenever their small high- 
nesses appear in public and which no 
attendant can keep away from them. 


To me the French maid or bonne Is 


a model of neatness. 
No American 


Bridget or Sarah or Mary ever seems 
to approximate the smartness of Marie 
or Babet, although I will admit that 
the milk of human kindness is more 
apt to prevail in the American's treat- 
ment of iber charges when away from 
her mistress' eyes. The Frenchwo- 
man's temper is quick and her patience 
is small. Marie's and Babet's smart- 
ness depends for effect largely on the 
dainty white cap and pretty apron that 
they wear. Every smJtt servant in 
France, be she parlor maid, chamber- 
maid, waitress or nursemaid, 
wears 


these caps and aprons and considers 
them no more beneath her dignity than 
does the American policeman his blua 
coat and brass buttons. I have noticed 
several styles of caps that, although 
they may not be startlingly new in de- 
sign, were very pleasing 'in effect. One 
of the caps was a high creation of dot- 
ted swiss shaped not unlike a Norman 
peasant's cap. In the front was some 
fine lace fluted into a couple of rows.

Nursemaids' aprons of every style are 


worn, the most effective ones having 
straps over the shoulders and being tied 
behind with broad white ties. The bibs 
of some of these aprons are inset with 
embroideries, while others are inset and 
edged with laces.

handsomest of the new baby caps are 
of silk. The popular shape has a broad 
frill flaripg away from the face. The 
sides of the cap were prettily shirred; 
the crown stood out in a flaring put! 
of silk that on the back of the head 
flattened into another piece of shirring. 
A large bow of silk ornamented the 
top of the head and another the base 
of the crown. With narrow rows of 


frilling to edge the bonnet, ties and bow, 
and behold, as stunning a cap as even 
baby's very fastidious mother could de- 
sire.

| AN OYSTER FESTIVAL J 


SUCCESSFUL. 


A 


GAIN the season of the delicious 
oyster is in full swing, and house- 
wives and dealers alike are glad. 


Oysters are so easily prepared and so 
palatable in almost any form {.hat the 
saving in labor is one that the cook 
always appreciates. Oysters taste best 
at the beginning of the season, because 
the choicest apparently are 
those 


which are first taken from the beds. 
Blue Points, gathered about the town 
of Blue Point, Long Island, for a long 
time were considered the best. Very 
fine oysters come from the Shrewsbury 
river and from Buzzards bay. The 
finest beds in the country are found 
along the shores of Long Island, the 
northern coast of New Jersey and 
Chesapeake bay. 


The oyster supper that used to be a 


prominent feature of the winter pro- 
gramme of every congregation when 
funds were needed for church pur- 
poses IB not so popular as it once was, 
not because oysters are less palatable, 
tout because people who could eat them 
in a restaurant were not willing to pay 
twice that sum for the privilege of 
«ating them in the church lecture room. 


Last winter, however, some bright 


young women belonging to an aid so- 
ciety of a certain well known church 
got up what they called an oyster fes- 
tival. Whose novelty appealed to the 
minds as well as the pocketbooks of 
tbeTieighborhood.

Then she con- 
sulted Foole's "Index of Periodicals" 
for a list of all the articles in magazines 
on the subject of oysters or oyster rais- 
ing. Some" of the magazines she got by 
writing to the publishers, others she 
picked up at secondhand book shops 
and others were contfibuted by friends 
to whom she wrote far and wide for 
Information on the subject. She wrote 


. 'to the United States fisheries commis- 


liom at Washington, and through it se- 
cured some valuable reports on oyster 
railing. Then she set to work. 


The church was in the habit of hiring 


* steraopticon for throwing on the wall* 
views to illustrate the weekly lectures 
given by the pastor or other persons. 
The artist selected some pictures which 
Were about the size of the stereopticon 
plates and. making a thick paste of 
•torch boiled until it was transparent, 
•be pasted the magazine pictures face 
downward on pieces of glass cut tha 
life of the regular plates. She care- 
fully went over the pictures with her 
handkerchief, rubbing out all the super- 
fluous starch so that there should be 
•o blisters when it dried., Then she put 
the pictures aside for a' day or two. 
When they were perfectly dry, she went 
over them very carefully, rubbing the 
paper on the back until only a thin 
film remained on the glass. She went 
ever this carefully with paints giving 
the colors of nature, and when she 
thought this beyond her she merely 


touched up the 
outline where it 


was weak with black and 
white. 


She experimented with 
the stere- 


opticon when the pictures were fin- 
ished and retouched many of them to 
get good effects. While the result was 


with the talk and said that they should 
eat oysters with a great deal more 
relish for knowing so much about them. 


When the lecture was over, the din- 


ing room was opened and a short menu 
gave patrons the choice of oysters cook- 
ed in a number of ways. There were 
several chafing dishes and the oysters 
for parties of 12 were cooked on the 
chafing dish in any style that was or- 
dered. There were patties, oysters on 
the half shell, fried oysters, creamed 
oysters, curried oysters, milk stews, box 
stews and pan roasts. 


The tables where the supper was 


served were covered with a large piece 
of fish netting. In the center of one of 


cut off flat on the bottom so that it laid 
on the glass as a ship would in real 
water. Ferns and roses bordered the 
glass, a little white sand sprinkled 
along the inside of the encircling foliage 
representing a narrow beach. A minia- 
ture lighthouse made of cardboard and 
painted gray was lighted from inside 
by means of a small toy lantern and toy 
rowboats were set close to the shore. 
The lighthouse in the ocean was set 
in the midst of a little bank of pebbles 
that served to represent rocks. 


Oyster shell souvenirs were sold for 5 


cents each. Some of these were pin- 
cushions made by filling the shell with 
cotton over which crape paper, siik or 


under part of the cap. Ties of crape 
paper under the chin finished dolly's 
make up. So funny were some of the 
faces that the dolls were soon sold out. 


Other shells were painted inside with 


pretty marine scenes. Some were bored 
at the hinge joint with holes, through 
which ribbon was run, others being 
made in front to receive the ribbon. 
Bits of flannel shaped like the shell 
were fastened inside by stitching them 
to the ribbon. The outside of the shells 
bore outlined in gold paint the word 
"Needles." When the ribbons in front 
were tied in a bow, these made very 
pretty cases. By leaving out the flan- 
nel leaves two shells were converted 
into stamp boxes, pin boxes, pen boxes, 
etc., the outside decoration fitting the 
purpose for which they were intended. 


not a wonderful one, it served the pur- 
pose—to show the* life of the oyster 
gatherers. 


The first picture showed the oyster in 


its home; the last was a table with 
diners seated about it feasting upon 
the tempting bivalve. The brightest 
young man in the congregation was 
asked to g!w a lecture on the oyster. 
He was, as it happened, the brother of 
the girl artist, and she made it attract- 
ive and to the point by selecting her 
pictures to help out his talk to the 
best advantage. He told all about oys- 
ters, ran in interesting histories from 
the time of Julius Caesar, Lucullua, 
Vitellius, who Is said to have eaten 1,000 
oysters in one day, and who would 
have bankrupted a modern oyster fes- 
tival, all the way down the centuries, 
telling of great wits and wise men and 
orators and singers who had believed 
that their throats and brains were the 
better for mollusk eating. The speaker 
gave a great deal of interesting in- 
formation about the culture of oysters, 
where the best ones come from, how 
they are caught and brought to market 
and eaten. When he came to a point 
where a. picture was appropriate, It was 
thrown upon the screen, and. what It 
lacked in deflniteness his description 
helped out. All present were delighted 


DAMSON JEUT. 


Stew a pound of damsons which have 


been washed and then well dried in half 
a pint of sirup, made by boiling six 
ounces of sugar in half a pint of water, 
which has been colored a clear red with 
carmine. 
When the fruit is tender, 


remove it carefully from the sirup and 
put it aside on a dish to cool. Let the 
sirup boil up, measure it, and then 
strain it through muslin into a basin; 
cut up a square patent condensed lemon 
jelly, which will produce a pint, and, if 
the sirup is not sufficient, add hot wa- 
ter to make up the necessary quantity. 
When the jelly is dissolved, pour a 
little of it into a china mold which has 
been rinsed with cold water and put it 
into a cold place until it has set. 


Remove the stones from the stewed 


damsons and fill the mold with the 
fruit; then pour in the remainder of the 
jelly, which should be cool and about 
to set. When the jelly is quite firm, 
dip the mold very quids ly into boiling 
water and turn out tne contents, and 
surround the jelly with a creamy cus- 
tard. 


Caraway Cookie* 


Weigh half a pound of flour which is 


thoroughly dry and put it into a basin; 
add a pinch of salt, a dust of castor 
sugar (the cookies should be only 
slightly sweet) and half a teaspoonful 
of baking powder; then rub in one 
ounce of butter, and when it is well 
mixed pour in sufficient milk to make 
a fairly soft dough. Sprinkle a few 
caraway seeds into the dough, turn it 
out on to a floured board and roll it 
out to a medium thickness and cut it 
out into rounds either with a cutter or 
the top of a wine glass which has 
been floured. Prick the top of the 
cookies and bake them on a floured tin 
in a well heated oven; five or six min- 
utes before they are done brush them 
over with a little milk; they should be 
only a pale golden brown when baked. 
Directly they are taken from the oven 
split them through,, spread them with 
butter and serve as'quickly as possible.

with ferns and flowers and partly im- 
bedded in a foundation of moss.

A marine scene formed the center of 


another table. It was accomplished by 
the use of a French mirror, the ship

brace of partridges sr more, as requir- 
ed, roast them, and, when cold, cut 
them in neat joints and puj them on 
one side. Put the trimmings, carcask 
and bones into a stewpan with one 
onion, a bunch of herbs, 12 peppercorns, 
six cloves and one ounce of butter rolled 
in flour. Mix all these over the fire till 
slightly browned, then add two pints 
and a half of rich stock and boil gently, 
till the quantity is much reduced. 
When this is done, strain, and to evsry 
teacupful of liquid add half an ounce ot 
gelatin.

BRITISH AND BOEB9 


The American press, at least the dis- 


patches cabled to it from England and 
the seat of the Transvaal war, seem to 
make light of the recent feats of Brit- 
ish arms. In judging what the British 
accomplished at Glencoe and Elands- 
laagte we must remember that the 
Boers at their first stroke were at their 
highest efficiency while the British 
force was not a. force on a war footing, 
but merely that force which is main- 
tained in a country for police purposes. 
It must also be remembered that be- 
fore hostilities began the opinion "was 
that the Boers would make some signal 
measures In the beginning on account 
of the very unpreparedness of the 
British for attack. But the brilliant 
work of Symons, White and Tule 
pushed first opinions into the back- 
ground and gave rise" to the belief that 
the British as they were in. South. Af- 
rica were more than a match for the 
united strength of the Transvaal and 
Free State warriors. The loss suffered 
by the British at Glencoe and Elands- 
laagte and the retreat of Tule from 
Dundee to Ladysmith, falling as they 
did on this belief, which was developed 
by only reports of the British success 
are what now give rise to the eritica 
and pessimistic dispatches. To judge 
the greatly outnumbered British forces 
fairly we must consider the striking 
facts, that in no case of any conse- 
quence whatever has the British flag 
been compelled to retire under fire 
that the beseiged cities of Kimberley 
and Mafeking were intact when last 
heard from, that the Boers have suc- 
cessfully occupied none but minor 
towns and positions and all this after 
a number of days of hot campaigning 
the Boers in their very flower. "We 
must consider also the heavy loss in- 
flicted on the Boers.

lege, which is held by the women of the 
state on a parity with men, wag of any 
real b-c.,cf.t t~ the sex, or had in any 
way contributed to the correction of 
abuses of the ballot Had politics been

of them were against it

ically, saying It had done more harm 
than good and that they would be glad 
to see the law repealed.

gotten over their early ardor, when 
they fully believed that the right of 
woman to cast a ballot meant the up- 
lifting of society, if not regeneration of 
the world. Only one contended that wo- 
men ought to be put on an equality 
with men in the matter of voting, but 
her argument was more in defense of 
an abstract right than of the utility of 
such a policy. She would not declare 
positively that the local experiment 
had bettered conditions, but she was 
sure that there-would be no repeal of 
the law, chiefly because the average 
politician, being a timid 
creature, 


feared to antagonize the female vote." 
—Washington Post. 


English. The double "o," for instance, 
in Dutch has the same sound as "o" in 
Rome, while the diphthong "oe" Is pro- 
nounced by the Dutch as we pronounce 
"oo" in boot The English pronuncia- 
tion of these two diphthongs in the re- 
verse of that given them by those who 
speak Dutch. And "ou" has the sound 
of "ow" in owl. The sound of "ui" is 
nearly like that of the English "oy" 
In boy. The Dutch double "aa." Is the 
same as the English "a" in war. As 
there is no "y" In Dutch Its place is 
taken by "Ij" which is sounded as 'V 
in defy. 


If one, therefore, would pronounce 


Oom Paul properly, he would say it as 
if It were spelled "Ome Fowl." The 
'amily name of General Joubert would, 
'or the same reason, be pronounced 
as if it were spelled "Yowbert." The 
word Boer is pronounced by the 
Afrikander as if it were of two syl- 
ables; the first long and the second 
short, thus: "Booer." The plural Is 
not "Boers." It is "Boeren," and it is 
pronounced "Bo-oreh," because the 
final "n" is slurred.

OPERATIVES' CHANCE 


To Present to Manufacturers the Ex- 


isting Wage Conditions, 


Weavers Will Ask Advance 


of Two Cents a Cut. 


Loom Fixers and Othirs Want a Correspond, 


ing Increase In Wagn. 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 27.—The repre- 


sentatives of the 'mill operatives are 
pleased at the decision of the manufac- 
turers to grant them a conference, al- 
though they did not expect an adverse 
decision-. They hope to be able to bring 
the manufacturers about to their way of 
thinking an* obtain an increase. It ia 
not at all impossible that a compromise 
,may be effected, but this is not at present 
considered probable. 


The fact that a conference is obtain- 


able Is a step in advance of past methods, 
and the secretaries of the unions say the 
manufacturers show by this action that 
they regret the refusal to confer which 
caused such a? tumult a year ago. Now 
that the Textile council -will have a 
chance to represent the real wage con- 
ditions in the mills, the feeling is that an 
adjustment of the scales will have to be 
made. 


The mule spinners are not complaining 


as loudly as some of the other workers. 
They have a seals that Is lived up to very 
well by the mills that have mules, and 
since trade improved there has been 
little cause for serious friction. But 
among the other workeia there has been 
a great deal of dissatisfaction, and it is 
growing. 


It appears from envelopes that have 


been left at the headquarters of some 
of the unions that the last advance, 
which was supposed to have netted 12% 
percent to the operatives, has In reality 
netted some of them less than 5 percent, 
and in two well-substantiated instances 
less than 2 percent. The' loom fixers will 
demand a uniform scale of ratefe, and the 
slasheir tenders are also prepared to act 
toward getting a revision of their scale. 
The wages In the carding rooms are 
notoriously low except in the case of 
speeder tenders and comber tenders, 
classes of help that are scarce. So that 
outside of the mule spinners the demand 
for an advance will be urgent. 
The 


mule spinners, however, will stand by 
their fellow-workers just as if they were 
in the front of the agitation. 


Some effort has been made to learn on 


what the representatives of the council 
will rely when they app«ar before the 
manufacturers. The agreement made 
by Secretary Howard, or any one else, 15 
years ago, in the matter of margins and 
scales, will not be considered binding on 
th* unions of today. The secretaries say 
the margin that was talked of 15 years 
ago might have represented a fair profit 
for 'the mills at that time, but they argue 
that in view of the immense earnings re- 
ported in the past year an<3( verified by 
the reports made in circular form to 
stockholders, the margin of profit ia 
.much greater now than it was in the 
past, and a rearrangement must ba 
made. 


The secretaries have secured! tabu- 


latefl figures showing the condition and 
^growth of the industry, and they are pre- 
pared to show that stockholders have not 
been the greatest sufferers In 15 years. 
They say the present movement is not 
cms confined to Fall River alone. New 
Bedford acted, and every other center 
.will act in conjunction with Fall River. 
They do not want to make this city a 
battleground, but they see no reason 
why they should Wait upon other places, 
where the market demand for labor 
governs wages mcurp than it does in this 
community. 


The secretaries will do all in their 


power to make some arrangement with 
the manufacturers to prevent sweeping 
reductions. To that end they will even 
compromise on. the amount of increase 
asked. 


It ia now pretty well understood that 


the weavers want 21 cents Instead: of 19 
cents per cut for weaving, and the loom 
fixers and others' want substantially the 
same increase.

Won't Let the Boers Come Near 


Enov*h to Use Their Rifles B«eet- 


' Ively— The Eng-lUli to Charge on 


Them Under Artillery Protection. 
Boer»' Estimate of Themselves. 
Something has been said in the pre- 


liminary discussion of the South Afri- 
can crisis concerning the Boers' reli- 
ance upon their rifle marksmanship 
against the British army. A little has 
also been said of the British confidence 
that the Boers would be unable to do 
any artillery work worth noticing, says 
the New York Sun. The South African 
newspapers for two months have con- 
tained articles bearing upon both 
.phases of the situation, which show 
that the Boers believe that they can do 
effective artillery work and that the 
[English, according to the information 
permitted to get out in the colonies 
ifear the scene of difficulties, have plan- 
,ned to Ignore practically the Boers' 
irifle prowess and to cut them down 
with shell and saber. 


j Gossip in Natal had been that the 1m- 
perial forces would introduce a new 
policy or new tactics which would sur- 
prise Europe not less than play havoc 
Iwith the Boers, according to the Natal 
Advertiser. When an artillery officer 
was sent there on special duty, h^ was 
."besought to tell something of what all 
'this meant. He surprised his ques- 
'tioners by giving an answer. His obser- 
jvations- comprehend an Interesting 
sketch of some of the local conditions 
•which the British planned to meet. 
, This officer likened the Boers' boasts, 
as to their ability to do all needed exe- 
cution wl+h their rifles, to the confident 
[assertions made in John L. Sullivan's 
{behalf before he went to England to 
'fight Mitchell, that he would do won- 
derful execution with his great 4left 
Land. The consequence was that Mitch- 
ell prepared for left hand tactics to 
Sullivan's great surprise. That, accord- 
Ing to the officer, is in effect what Eng- 
land has done regarding the Boers. She 
has so prepared herself that the Boera 
.will find little opportunity to make use 
of their rifle marksmanship. 
1 "I assure yon," he said, "that eicept 
in a few instances there will be nc 
chance for rifle practice. The advance 
will be under a paralyzing shell fire 
from a line seven or eight miles away. 
This is a distance impossible for rifle 
.fire." 
, The Boer, accustomed to lie behind 
,a kopje and take deliberate aim, has 
gained no idea, the officer asserted, of 
jwhat it is to have to lie quietly while 
his comrades are slaughtered around 
him by a deadly hall from the sky, 
.when he looked for aid. Even his Idea 
of artillery has been of bullets coming 
'on a level like rifle bullets. With mis- 
leiles picking off men and horses around 
him and hundreds of yards behind him 
'he would become panic stricken, the 
officer said, for even European troops 
.whose discipline was brought to the 
last point of efficiency could not resist 
the demoralizing effect of such a sight. 
This was proved, the officer observed, 
at Tel-el-Keblr. Meantime, according to 
this plan, cavalry could advance under 
ithe protection of that fire to within 
,100 yards of the Boer lines and flank 
them. The finishes then described: 


"Then at a signal a terrible final vol- 


ley of shrapnel is poured in, and the 
'order to charge is given, and befope 
jthey know it the Boers will be among 
'the sabers and lances, with the bayo- 
nets of the infantry just behind." 
, So the British officer wins the battle 
and routs the Boers on paper as easily 
If not as Innocently as the pen glides 
over it, "Half of their horses will 
.have been killed by the deadly fire," 
|he says, "and what Is the good of a 
iBoer in the veld without his horse? 
They will.be picked off," he adds, 
[quite cheerily, "by the cavalry, as 
easily as a crowd of rabbits in an In- 
iclosure." 


He counts on disabling the Boer ar- 


tillery In an fiour, partly because the 
[Boer's poor idea of artillery will not 
lead him to risk many lives in defend- 
ing it. He concludes: "We may lose a 
thousand men perhaps, but what is 
'that?— a drop In the bucket!" 
| As to the forces which were already 
available for service In the British 
cause in September they numbered ap- 
proximately 23,000 men, according to 
editorial Information In the Eastern 
'Province Herald of Port Elizabeth, 
Cape Colony, as against a total Boer 
[force in the Transvaal of 25,000 men, 
Including the burghers and the regu- 
lar artillery. 
This estimate of the 


Boers included boys and men becom- 
ing old. The enumeration of the Brit- 
ish Included forces from Natal, Bechu- 
analand and Rhodesia, and the land- 
Ing forces of the navy in South Afri- 
can waters. Of them all, 6,000 could 
easily be concentrated In Mafeking 
and Tull, according to the authority 
quoted. The forces of the Cape Col- 
ony were not included in the estimate, 
not because the men were not ready 
'enough, "but an unsympathetic, not to 
'say hostile, government certainly pre- 


rvents us from saying what our forces 
could do." 
! The newspaper anticipated, however, 
'that befoVe a call to arms came the 
'control of the colony would be placed 
'in different hands which would permit 
Ithe colony's men to aid in the military 
movements. A visitor to Pretoria who 
was taken around the fort there, as be 
was also at Bloemfontein, by a lieuten- 
ant, wrote to The Cape Times some- 
'tbtng of the Boers' estimate of them- 
'selves. They told him that their guns 
jwero better than those of the English, 
that they carried from four to six miles 
and were capable of discharging more 
shots in the same time. Their heavier 


ened by the Boers. The Boers "there- 
about believed that Jameson was re- 
sponsible for the present trouble then 
approaching, and, according to report 
current there, 30 Boer women of Mai- 
mini bad bound themselves by oath to 
kill Dr. Jameson. It was declared to 
be known there that the plans of the 
British camp Sad been In the hands of 
the Boers for months. The country 
surrounding'the town was plagued by 
swarms of locusts. Early last month 
troops, and ammunition began to arrive 
at Mafeking and Ramatlabama, 1C 
miles away, and there was a great to 
do over the arrival of an irregular force 
of QOQ men who are now presumably 
a part of Colonel Hoare's forces. At 
that time Boer spies were openly going 
about the town and they did not hesi- 
tate to make satirical comments upon 
the appearance of the unbroken re- 
cruits, who, if they were sent against 
the Boers, the spies said, would never 
see Mafeking again. 


THE DUBLIN FUSILEERS. 


They Come From India—Royal nine* 


Originally Recrnlted In America. 
The dispatches from South Africa, 


and especially those describing the 
fighting at Glencoe, have undoubtedly 
led to some confusion in American 
minds because of the way which the 
British army has of designating regi- 
ments. The method at present in use 
is called the territorial system. The 
Royal Dublin fusileers, to whom, ac- 
cording to one dispatch, the credit for 
the capture of the Boers' position 
should be accorded, is a regiment 
raised in India some 200 years ago, 
which in all probability has never been 
In Ireland. 


It got the name probably for the rea- 


son that at the time of the reorganiza- 
tion of the army In 1881 three battal- 
ions of Irish militia were attached to 
It as its reserve. These militia bat- 
talions are the Dublin city militia, the 
Dublin county militia and the Kildare 
rifles. The two battalions of the regi- 
ment at present in active service were 
at one time two separate regiments in 
India. Originally they were raised by 
the British East India company, and 
they are the oldest of the, old Indian 
regiments. 


The second battalion which, accord- 


Ing to the dispatches, stormed the 
Boers' stronghold received the name 
of the "old toughs," because of its rec- 
ord in the campaigns in India and be- 
cause of its service there it has always 
been well known to Englishmen when 
the two battalions were united to form 
the Dublin fusileers. 
The regiment 


took for its motto two Latin words 
meaning "we are judged by our deeds." 
They wear the regular British infantry 
uniform, the scarlet coat having light 
blue facings. 


The Royal Rifle corps, which Is re- 


ported to have lost heavily in its 
charge on the Boers., is noted for the 
email size of its members. They are 
all little men, the average height being 
6 feet 6. They wear a distinctive uni- 
form of dark green with black facings. 
The Royal Rifle corps has always been 
a favorite organization with the Eng- 
lish, being composed of daredevils with 
a lot of England's bad boys in its rank. 
The regiment, it may be interesting to 
know, was* originally raised in Amer- 
ica. It was recruited in New York un- 
dojr a special order in 1755, and was 
known then as the Sixty-second Royal 
American regiment of foot. As such it 
fought with Wolfe before Quebec. The 
members of the present corps are said 
to be trained to serve as cavalry upon 
occasion and their marksmanship is 
particularly fine.

COLORED TROOPS IN LUZON. 


Lieutenant Howland'B Praise For 


the Men In Hl» Company. 


Writing from Manila in praise of the 


efficiency of the colored troops in the 
Philippines, Lieutenant Stanley How- 
land of the Twenty-fourth infantry 
Days: "It is impossible to speak too 
highly of the conduct of the men in my 
detachment. Of the 40, five noncom- 
missioned ofiBcers and only one of the 
privates had been under flre before. 
The other 34 were simply recruits. 
We deployed just on the right of the 
road in the center of the line. I had 
one man-killed and three wounded out 
of my 40. Our total loss that day in 
about 300 was two killed and 18 
Wounded, one of whom dledflater. 


"All of my company who fell were 


hit before we opened flre and while the 
bullets were striking all around us, but 
my men came on without the least 
hesitation, and General Ydung, who 
was watching the fight, said afterward 
that the only trouble appeared to lie 
in the difficulty of keeping them back. 
It does not seem to make any differ- 
ence with these colored troops whether 
they are old soldiers or raw recruits. 
All they want is some one to take them 
along, and they will go anywhere."— 
New York Post.

The matter of an increase 
of the union dues to the American 
Federation, of Labor, as poroposed by 
the recent state convention held here, 
was discussed and the matter laid over 
for a month. The meeting was well 
attended anil the reports from the 
trades were good. 


The Street Railway Law 


Acting Mayor Stevens of Pitlsfteld 


has written to the league which is to 
fight the law 
of 1898 regarding the 


cleaning of snow from streets by street 
railway companies. He says that the 
city of-Pittsfield has nothing to grain 
by joining in the agitation for repeal of 
the law as there has been no difficulty 
here. The Pittsfield railroad company 
has not only paid its excise tax but has 
co-operated with the city in the clean- 
ing of snow from the streets and has 
paid 11800 for" such work. 


This city will probably join the 


league, as reported in this paper Wed- 
nesday, not because the relations of 
the city and street railway company 
are not entirely satisfactory, but in 
order to have the law simplified so that 
it will be intelligible. 


The Springfield Union has the fol- 


lowing in regard to the street railway 
law, 
and the: crusade against it: 


The plan of the cities and towns of 


Massachusetts, under the leadership of 
the Holyoke board of public works, to 
get rid of the obnoxious sections of the 
street railway excise law of 1898 is held 
in abeyance by an expected letter from 
Mayor Rufus P. Dodge, Jr., of Wor- 
cester. His reply to an invitatiqn to 
take the leadership in the fight will 
doubtless reach Holyoke today. Mayor 
Dodge is heartily in favor of changes in 
the law, but may decline to assume the 
leadership in the campaign. 


Nevertheless, this fight of the people 


T> ill not be allowed to lag-. Towns all 
over the state gtil^ add testimony to 
show that the law is in some way un- 
satisfactory, by sections allowing the 
street railway to put a larger part of 
the cost of removing snow in the street 
on the city itself.
